radio stations than any o flier network# Numerous newspapers were part of thia campaign. 
Irfhat radio stations described as editorial opinion was libel. These personal defamations 
were spread by individual letter-writers who often attached newspaper dippings# 
Extremist publications of greater Virulence and lesser core ulatiaa joined in lustily# 
the late &r. Lewis included a number of his nealetters in this campaign# 

The crimes allocated to Redlich centered around his association with the 
Emergency idyll Liberties Committee, vhoch defended the Constitution rights of 

minorities from ri^rt to left; and hie advocacy of the abolition of the House

UnuAmerican Comal t tee, which the Congress ultimately did do. 

Pulton Lewis Jr. employed several former members of tho Un-American Committee 
staff on his staff. Ilia son, Fulton Lewis III, was the spearhead of the Un-American 
Committee's use of public fund to resist the effort to terminate it by legal and 
proper means, sttnx The third Mr. Lewis' functions included malting a movie in dot ease 
of tho Un-American committee. While he was so engaged there were charges that violence 
was caused In San Francisco just for his filming and use as propaganda. There would thn« 
appear to be motive for the bascSyiees and defamatory campaign against Dean Redlich. 

Where these numerous l at te res poison-penners were specific in complaints 
against Dean Redlich, one of the two Kaunas predominating complaints had to do with 
ths ECLC'a defense of the late ^arl Braden. tx T. Vaisberg raaebers that Hr.
